WEAPONS SEIZED 
■ STREET SWEEP 



A COORDINATED operation by Barking and 
Dagenham Police and council officers saw a series 
of unannounced visits on licensed premises last 
Wednesday, which saw counterfeit items and 
weapons seized. 

‘Street Sweep’ focused mainly on Heathway and 
Church Elm areas and included truancy patrols, 
test purchases, licensing visits, late night refresh¬ 
ment vendors, health and hygiene, minicab com¬ 
panies, trade waste visits, weapon sweeps, 
weapons arch operations, high visibility patrols 
(streets, estates and parks), crime prevention road¬ 
shows, betting shop visits, scrap metal dealers, 
pawn shop visits and parking enforcement. 

As part of the checks, test purchases were made 


by under-aged buyers on alcohol, cigarettes, 
knives, glue, fireworks etc. 

Arrest warrants were executed, and dealers who 
buy metal and second hand goods were checked 
for paperwork and record keeping compliance. 

Chief Inspector Richard Goodwin said: “It is 
very important for the community that licensed 
premises are run in a responsible manner that 
takes into account the best interests of local people 
as a priority. 44 

“Street Sweep incorporates highly visible, 
robust and spontaneous enforcement action across 
streets, parks and businesses, and demonstrates 
our commitment to ‘Total Policing’ through ‘Total 
partnership’ and the communities in Barking and 


Dagenham will feel the benefit.” 

The results including a number of arrests, coun¬ 
terfeit goods, drugs and illegal cars seized and a 
number of weapons taken off the streets. 

Councillor Jeanne Alexander, cabinet member 
for crime, justice and communities, said: “I am 
very pleased that the Council has once again suc¬ 
cessfully worked with the Police for the benefit of 
local people. 

“This particular operation was very important 
because it cut across so many areas, and showed 
that through our strong partnership we will not tol¬ 
erate crime in any form, and will protect the pub¬ 
lic from anyone operating illegally which then 
impacts the quality of life for our residents.”

Nothing’s too big or too small 
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Fire chiefs play down 
station closure fears 


FIRE officials have moved to 
calm fears of station closures to 
help ease financial pressures, 
but have not ruled it out hap¬ 
pening in the future. 

London Assembly Member 
Tom Copley (pictured) raised 
concerns over the matter fol¬ 
lowing a question and answer 
session with the Fire Authority 
at City Hall last Wednesday 

At the meeting, London Fire 
Commissioner Ron Dobson 
explained that £14million of 
cuts to the service’s budget had 
already been proposed, but an 
additional £21m’s worth still 
needed to be identified. 

Mr Copley said: “The 
Commissioner revealed that the 
cost of operating a fire station 
with one fire appliance is 
£1.4m per year. This means that 
15 fire stations and appliances 
are at risk of closure this year 
with up to 25 next year. 

“This news confirms our 
worst fears, in total up to 40 
fire stations are at risk of clo¬ 
sure in the next two years, 
along with their fire appli¬ 
ances. If we lose such a large 
chunk of our existing fire cover 
it will impact on public safety.” 

There are currently 112 fire 
stations in London, but the 
Labour member has fears for 
the boroughs of Havering and 
Redbridge in particular. 

“It’s unclear whether they 
will be affected but with so 
many stations at risk, I fear that 
we will be hit,” he added. 

Havering’s four stations are at 
Harold Hill, Hornchurch, 



Romford and Wennington. 
Crews attended 2,409 incidents 
in the 2011/12 year, with 1,052 
of those false alarms. 

There are two stations in 
neighbouring Barking and 
Dagenham - one in each of 
those towns - and its crews 
went to 2,417 incidents, of 
which 755 were false alarms, 
the lowest amount in the capi¬ 
tal. 

Redbridge saw a similar 
number of incidents to 
Havering - 2,686, of which 
1,123 were false alarms - and it 
has three stations, at Hainault, 
Ilford and Woodford. 

Nearby Waltham Forest also 
has four stations - 
Walthamstow, Chingford, 
Leyton and Leytonstone - and 
attended 3,136 incidents in the 
same period, of which 1,477 
were false alarms. 

“We understand that savings 
have to be made, but the level 
of cuts forced on the London 
Fire Brigade by government are 


truly reckless,” Mr Copley 
added. “They are cutting too 
far, too fast. They are hitting 
front-line services and putting 
public safety at risk.” 

However, the brigade says 
that although it is facing dra¬ 
matic cuts, it is too soon so 
start speculating which, if any, 
stations are closed, but added 
that the work of the brigade had 
changed dramatically in recent 
years. 

A spokesman for the service 
said: “It’s no secret that the 
London Fire Brigade is going 
to have to make very signifi¬ 
cant savings over the next two 
years. There is no list of fire 
stations facing closure or the 
withdrawal of a fire engine. 

“Fire authority members 
from all parties have been 
involved in discussions looking 
at how the [Fire] Authority can 
best achieve the balance of pro¬ 
viding the service the public 
need with less money available. 

“No decisions have yet been 
taken and before they are, there 
will be a public consultation, so 
people can have their say.” 

Formal proposals are expect¬ 
ed to be put forward at the 
November meeting of the Fire 
Authority. 

A spokesman for the Fire 
Brigades’ Union said its mem¬ 
bers await the proposals with 
interest and would withhold 
comment until then. 

However, he stressed that the 
union would fight any propos¬ 
als that it deemed would threat¬ 
en public safety.

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TVader avoids jail over fake items 


A SPORTS store owner narrowly avoided going 
to jail for selling hundreds of counterfeit items 
from her shop in Lea Bridge Road. 

Jay gun Alnasir, 36, of Belmont Road, Leyton, 
had pleaded guilty to six counts of unauthorised 
use of trademarks. She was told the case could 
carry a custodial sentence of up to 10 years. 

However the judge accepted that as she is a 
mother of four children, the youngest being just 
three years old, he would not take her away from 
her family. Instead she was given 120 hours of 
community service and a bill for costs of £5,358. 

The prosecution, brought by Waltham Forest 
Council, came in the wake of a raid carried out by 
Trading Standards officers in February this year. 

Hundreds of counterfeit items worth thousands 


of pounds were seized at Jaan Sports, including 
Nike, New Era, Ecko, Dolce & Gabbana, Levis 
and Manchester United. 

More than 700 fake items were seized that 
included sports clothing, caps, belts and jeans. 

During the hearing at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court at the end of August, the judge was 
scathing in his summary, pointing out that it was 
a business where hundreds of fake goods were 
found. 

Councillor Clyde Loakes, cabinet member for 
environment, said: “It’s the ordinary man or 
woman in the street who walks into shops like 
this and spends their hard earned money on 
something they believe to be genuine who is real¬ 
ly getting ripped off. 


“The corporations are of course entitled to pro¬ 
tection from misuse of their trademarks, but 
actually what shop owners such as this are pray¬ 
ing on is the general public who won’t be able to 
write off the problem on a balance sheet. 

“They’re stuck with poor quality fakes that 
leave them feeling cheated and here in Waltham 
Forest we won’t tolerate traders treating our resi¬ 
dents in that way. 

“We will raid your shops, we will seize your 
goods and we will bring the full force of the law 
to bear down upon you. I think this shopkeeper 
should feel lucky she isn’t behind bars -1 would 
suggest anyone else engaging in similar activity 
take this as a warning and assume they will not 
be so fortunate.”
